Important to Liquor Dealers. 

County Clerk W. W. Ball has called 
our attention to a few provinions of the 
new Revenue law which the saloon- 
keepers nud liquor dealers of this city 
seem to have overlooked. Article 6, Sec 
1 of the act aaya : 

All lleeaasa mantlonad Id this artiela, as- 
eept llaensas to asll bgr retail aptriiaoas, 
Ttnona, or malt Hqnora, rttall Im granted by 
(ha Uonnty Ulark ; and Uoanaca to sell by re- 
tall aplritoona, vlnona er malt Uqaora, aball 
tM arantad by tbe Ckiunty Coart; but tht 
Obwnfy Court thall twt grant a Heenu (• «eU 
»]Arituou», vtnouj or tnalt liquor* until ttn days' 
notice shall hn given, by potting a written |ar 
printed notice at the dour of thecourt houaejpmA 
oi leant four public i>tace3 in the neighborhood 
where the lUiuor i» tn be lold, andi/ the mtijorits/ 
it/ the citizeni in the neighborhood ahull protett 
agaiml the appliention it thall be refuted. The 
Oouuty Court In each lni>tance ehall determ- 
ine what oonatltutaa tba nalBbborhaod. 

The act further on says that "oU p«r- 
«on« MtVLing 'liquort in pac.kagcji of Im than 
fim foUan* thall he contidrred retail df alert," 
and are, of oonrae, compelled to pay the 
same tax aa aaloon-keepera. We ander* 
stand that a number of the aaloon-keep- 
era haven't renewed their license, and, aa 
Oiraait Coart will convene next Toeeday , 
It looks like th^y will be compelled to 
quit business, temporarily at least, or pay 
the penaltiea for viohtilon of tbe law. 

The county authorities are satisfidi that 
some of the druggists and whisky men 
are violating tbe law— whether know- 
ingly or not, they do not say — by sell- 
ing packages of less tiiui five gallons 
without retail license. 

Another SMtion of the law aaya :
